Key WN 12 indicates “Corner” Shrub—tall growing varieties that give height 
at the corner of the house, corner of the shrubbery border, and 
out-door living room planting. 


Key Ww Du indicates ‘“‘Accent” Shrub—medium-tall growing varieties which 
emphasizes a particular point, such as the entrance of the home or 
at central points in the border and outdoor living room planting. 


Key he “Under Window” Shrubs—medium low-growing varieties suitable 
for planting under windows and in other spots where you do not 
wish to hide an object in the background. 


Key W Au “Facer” Shrubs—low growing varieties suitable for planting in 
front of taller-growing varieties at the corner or accent points in 
foundation, border and outdoor living room plantings. 


Key MA 5’ r___ Filler” Shrubs—medium-low growing varieties to fill in the space 
between the corner and accent points in the shrubbery border or 
outdoor living room plantings. They are very similar in charac- 

ter and height to “Under Window” Shrubs.
